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i.  YVYolkspolizes. School in Boizenturg 


a. The training course lasts * weeks. The nunber of students is estimated 
at 3000 to 3509 men and inomen. “Seetions consisted of arproxirately 2°0 
men, The sections for women were of about the same size, The men and 
wonen receive nilitary training, although the latter are principally 
trained for office work for the police. 


v. The day berins in the sornine at 5330, after which follows half an hour 
of morning eymmasties, cleaning of rooms and  realkfast. At 7:90 thera 
are military exercises with '.%., carbines 98, Russian rachine pistols, 
field maneuvers, ote. At 11:00 there are classes, with lllustrations, 
in topography, ete. Rest reriod from 12300 to 2:00, follow d by more 
triining in nilitary affairs. From 4:00 rom. to 5:00, classes in Pussian. 
At 6:90 instruction in hordling weapons, ete. Tirhts out at 10:09. During 
the course one section receives instruction in drivinre automobiles. One 
is tanght vadio-telerraphy, using old Gorvan ridio eqviprent, such as the 
FuG VII, These sections also receive rilitory training, as do the others. 
The instructors aro former German Army serveants. 


ce, After the end of the covrse, examinations are siven and the pupils vith 
the best crates receive revards, Those who co not rass the exars return 
to civilian life, ‘ut are required to report from time to tine to the 
police in their city. Source heard that the latter are required to take 
@ course afain the follow'ng year. Fifty-five to sisty vounz people who 
had completed their training at Soizenburg vere set apart and thoroughly 
equipred. They left Iuduigsiust on the Detrain in the direction of Dresden. 


2.  Yolkerolizel, School in valehin (Meckienburr) 


A Volkepolizei school in Valehin provided training for 500 men, After treir 
training was complete’ they »eturned to civilian life. They continus to re- 
eeive instractions and rust rorort to the police from tine to time. Every 
trained "Polizist" is sworn to. secrecy, 
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Wolkenolizes, Naviration Schoo}, 4n Uustrow. 


Sines the end of September, 30 members of tho Volkspolize? have been housed 
in the suilding of the Navigation School at ‘ustrow. These men are former 
gailors, Training equipment still in existence at the school is used for 
their training. The purpose of this training is to prepare them for an ex- 
anination for chiefs or second mates. The trainees are lodged in barracks 
and are well cared for. They are isolated from the townspeople and may leave 
the barracks only in groups. 


Volkspolizes Maneuvers at Rigen 


The units of the Volkspolizei which are situated near Binz held maneuvers 
which are planned with the assumption that hostile forees are executing a 
janding. From fortifications in the fields in the coastal area they then 
make practice defense sorties, Large-scale uaneuvers were to take place 
shortly in this region, as instructions had been given to the Municipal 
Governnent to take charge of the billeting when the order for this move 
arrives, ‘Such an order had not been received by 23 October. 
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
